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Government*,  imperial  or  colonial,  are 
formed  for  th«  benefit  of  the  people— for  their 
protection,  unity,  and  prosperity.  Change 
in  form  of  necessity  occurs  ;  bat  departure 
from  that  principle  is  never  allowable  The 
government  'dejure"  is  of  course  limited  to 
the  few ;  bat  it  is  the  peace,  prosperity,  and 
unity  of  the  many  that  make  the  govern- 
ment "de  facto."  This  is  exemplified  in 
our  mother  country,  and  repeated  in  most  of 
her  colonial  offspring,  where  the  wishes  as 
expressed,  and  (he  wants  as  made  known,  of 
the  body  politic,  are  met  by  those  whose 
duty  it  is  made  for  the  time  being  to  carry 
eat  to  proper  form  any  measure  thus  de- 

For  this  purpose  representation  in  parlia- 
ment, in  assemblies,  and  in  municipal  incor- 
porations, nre  indispensable  in  British  com- 
munities ;  as  well  as  an  independent  press, 
which  is  to  the  nation  or  colony  as  the  senses 
to  the  individual,  and  without  which  the 
body  to  deed.  There  are,  it  may  be,  com- 
mutiities,  and  to  some  extent  prospemos 
ones  too— in  the  sense  which  such  com 
mnnities  might  understand  the  term  pros 
ferity— mho  lack  all  the  qualities  above 
noted;  bat  they  are  not  of  British  origin— 
not  Anglo-Saxon  communities.  A-ia,  Africa, 
or  the  vast  empire  of  Russia  may  contain 
such,  but  they  are  not  indigenous  to  the 
•oil  over  which   '  the  (lag  of  a  thousand 

Jean"  waves  its  proud  folds  in  the  latter 
alf  of  the  nineteenth  century — where  the 
rights  of  man  are  so  broadly  admitted  that 
the  door  is  almost  open  to  suffrage  upon  the 
claim  <>l  manhood. 

But  the  object  of  the  foregoing  was  to  lead 
os  to  the  condition  of  our  own  affaire  in  this 


While  tbese  and  other  rights  ate  denied, 
a  lawless  use  of  public  money — a  lawless 
pledging  ot  the  public  credit— has  been  made 
in  subsidizing  foreign  steamers  to  ooma  to 
oar  port.  This  is  a  matter  of  record— spread 
on  the  minutes  of  the  Legislative  Couooil, 
as  well  as  the  decided  rebuke  by  that  body 
for  engaging  to  pay  money  before  it  was  ap- 
propriated. The  hastiness  of  that  measure 
need  only  be  put  in  to  show  ofl  in  a  belter 
light  the  tardiness  of  executing  a  needed 
one,  the  incorporation  of  the  town. 

Some  pamphlets  have  been  written  and 
priies  awarded  for  the  essays  upon  Vancou- 
ver Island  and  its  resources  ;  but  who  knows 
anything  about  the  interior  T    The  fortunate 
essayist— officer  on  one  of  H.  M.  ships  stn- 
tioued  here  tor  a  period  of  some  six  months 
— may  have  possessed  the  "  sesame"  to  have 
opened  the  door  behind  which  is  treasured 
what  is  known  of  Vancouver  Island  ;  but 
where  is  the  "  information  for  the  people  V 
where  shall  the*  eaek  it?  from  reports  of 
the  proceeding,  of  the  House  of  AaoemMyl 
from  that  beacon  of  light  the  "  Land  Office, 
situated  on  a  buck  street,  whose  doors,  wete 
once  even  shut  against  the  House  of  Assem- 
bly ?    O,  Tempore  !  O,  Mores !  no,  it  is  use- 
less ;  personal  observation  and  the  prise  es- 
say a  are  alone  open  to  anxious  inquirers, 
and  it  is  to  bo  hoped  that  the  readers  of  the 
ym  will  know  mere  about  us  thaa  we 
do  about  ourselves. 
As  a  general  thing,  the  science  of  reti- 
cence upon  all  matters  of  a  public  character 
bus  been  studiously  observed.    Where  in- 
formation   was   allowable  and  demanded, 
there  profound  seorecy  has  been  the  rnle; 
and  in  the  place  of  candor,  something  akin 
to  the  "artful  dodge."    It  pervades— haa 
pervaded— and  will  pervade  each  depart- 
ment of  Government  Its  fruits  may  be  seen 
in  the  repeated  frauds  in  the  Treasury  and 
Post-office  departments.     It  produces  stag- 
nancy in  the  department  of  public  works. 
It  binds  the  hands  and  energies  ot  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Assembly  as  with  leaden  fetters. 
The  administration  of  justice  is  as  slow  and 
uncertain  under  its  influence  as  any  circum- 
loeutionist  in  wig  and  gown  could  desire. 
Yet  in  spite  of  all  these  impediments,  the 
Colony  of  Vancouver  and  town  of  Victoria 
have  thriven,  not  by  the  aid  of  a  fostering 
Government,  but,  in  spite  of  it,  from  the 
energy  of  her  people  and  the  natural  re- 
sources within  her  reach.    But  she  needs 
a  change  in  her  affairs— deep— thorough — 
radical.    She  is  beyond  the  need  ot  such 
leading-strings  as  she  is  yet  chocked  hy,and 
which  lessen  her  strength  as  well  as  stunt 
her  stature.    We  want  the  freedom  ol  fel- 
low subjects  under  like  circumstances,  and 
in  all  things  at  the  earliest  moment,  and  any 
change  that  will  secure  this,  will  be  a  herald 
of  glad  tidings. 


Mail  to  Cariboo. 


<•  I  need  say  little  about  mail  communication  as 
we  are  overlooked  in  that  respect  altogether  ;  and 
aa  to  the  Express,  we  have  had  none  sinoe  the 
24th  December  last— a  kind  of  private  concern  that 
charged  $5  for  letters  and  #4  for  newspapers." 

We  commend  the  above  extract  from  the 
letter  of  our  intelligent  correspondent,  «<  Pi- 
oneer," at  the  Forks  of  Quesoelle,  to  the 
attention  of  the  Government.  It  contains 
three  pointe  worthy  of  oapecial  notioo.  1. 
It  is  a  hopeless  matter  to  think  of  getting  the 
Government  to  establish  a  mail  mote  to  Cari- 
boo.  2  There  has  been  400  or  500  people 
in  Cariboo  all  winter  without  hearing  from 
civilisation.  3.  The  last  express  in  Decem- 
ber charged  $5  for  letters  and  $4  for  new*, 
papers.  The  first  point  shows  what  a  hope 
less  institution  the  Government  of  Buiisb 
Colurnbie  is.  Instead  of  quickening  the 
energies  of  the  people,  all  experience  proves 
it  to  bo  pre-eminent  in  impressing  the  pub- 
lic with  the  idea  that  little  or  nothing  cau  be 
expected  from  it.  Such  a  sentiment  as  the 
latter  is  a  sad  commentary  on  the  adminis- 
tration.

One  might  naturally  think  so  small 
an  outlay  as  is  necessary  to  establish  a  mail 
route  to  Cariboo  would  have  been  so  trivial 
a  matter,  vet  one  so  necessary,  that  the  Gov- 
ernment would  have  attended  to  it  before  any 
complsint  was  made.or  belore  the  inconveni- 
ence of  being  without  a  mail  was  felt  to  any 
extent  at  any  point  on  the  proposed  route. 
Neither  the  current  expenses  of  Government 
nor  the  public  works  projected,  can  be  ma- 
terially affected  by  appropriating  a  small 
amount  for  mail  service.    If  either  would 
suffer,  it  would  prove  a  partial  justification — 
it  might  exonerate  the  Government  for  its 
inactivity  in  respect  to  postal  matters.  But 
when   no  justification  can  be  pleaded  for 
wiiholding  what  is  called  for  by  common 
consent,  it  is  a  very  natural  conclusion  that 
there  is  a  manifest  dereliction  of  duly. 

The  second  point,  which  tells  us  of  400  or 
500  people  being  without  even  a  monthly 
communication  with  the  lower  country  for 
three  months,  la  bad  enough.  Only  the 
newness  of  the  district  conld  excuse  govern- 
ment in  depriving  them  of  a  postal  service. 
But  when  we  find  that  the  winter  custodians 
of  Cariboo,  who  will  have  their  numbers  aug- 
mented tenfold  wilhio  a  few  weeks,  and  yet 
perceiva  no  sign  of  government  making  any 
provision  to  supply  the  luxury  of  a  letter  or 
newspaper,  we  scarcely  know  what  could  be 
more  tantalising.  The  prospect  of  paying 
express  companies  S5  for  a  letter  and  S4  for 
a  newspaper  is  well  calculated  to  heighten 
the  effect,  when  a  little  enterprise  might 
supply  them  with  the  first  at  five  or  ten  cents 
and  the  latter  free  or  at  not  more  than  one 
cent  at  the  utmost.  From  the  numbers  who 
have  inquired  about  a  mail  to  Cariboo  we 
are  persuaded  that  they  will  not  be  tantalised 
long  before  they  will  be  beard  from.  The 
'*  British  element  "  is  rapidly  increasing  in 
the  mines,  and  the  chances  are  that  their 
voices  will  he  heard  vmy  soon  on  the  postal 
question.  The  m  jontv  intend  to  settle  in 
the  country  if  successful ;  and  it  is  not  at  all 
likely  that  they  will  be  very  patient  under 
the  Express  tariff  on  letters  and  papers  from 
home.  Aocustomed  to  chean  mail  facili- 
ties they  are  the  last  people  who  will  submit 
to  exorbitant  rates  ;  more  particularly  when 
the  country  is  unanimously  in  favor  of  a 
cheap,  regular,  and  expeditious  postal  sys-

Additional  from  Stickeeu 
The  schooner  Explorer,  26  day-  Iro  n  the 
mouth  of  Stickeen  Kiver,cume  into  the  har- 
bor Thursday.  The  weHlher  at  Stickeen, 
when  the  schooner  I.  ft  was  intensely  cold. 
A  letter  to  Mr.  Dechent,  gardener  of  this 
city,  from  a  friend  at  Stickeen  River,  snys 
that  the  prospectors  ha.1  had  trouble  with 
two  or  three  drunken  Indians  wh->  threaten- 
ed to  destroy  the  canoes.  No  violence  was 
attempted,  however,  and  as  the  whites  were 
sixty  in  number  and  well  armed,  none  was 
feared.  The  writer  further  says  that  he  had 
prospected  fir  gold  at  the  month  of  tho 
Stickeen  and  obtained  several  colors  to  tho 
pan.  He  is  therefore  sanguine  of  finding 
good  diggings  when  the  ice  is  gone.  Cho* 
quelle  and  parly  remained  at  Hie  month  of 
the  river  with  the  other  prospected.  The 
schooner  Iuo  bad  not  reached  Stickeen 
when  the  ExolOrer  left:  The  letter  given 
below  was  received  by  Mr.  Thomas  Gorrio 
from  a  friend  who  went  up  in  the  Explorer : 
STicxaair,  Ii.i.ihb,  April  4th,  1582, 
We  arrived  at  this  point  on  Monday  last,  and 
siMse  then  have'  been  buy-inn  canoes,  fixing  them 
up,  and  moving  our  traps  from  the  schooner  to 
the  shore.

A   Boon  to  no  ma  mitt.— If  tho  weak 
point  in  Italian  medicine  be  bleeding,  as 
wa*  exemplified  in  the  death  of  Count  Ca- 
vour,  that  of  English  surgery  is  amputation. 
No  sooner  doea  an  individual  meet  with  a 
severely  fractured  limb — end  railway  acci- 
dents have  furnished  a  fearful  quota  of  lata 
—than  the  surgeons  are  buay  with  knife  and 
saw  to  get  rid  of  the  mangled  member.  It 
is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  in  future  they 
will  pause,  and  ponder  over  the  remarkable 
instances  of  regeueration  of  the  bones  which 
French  surgery  has  lately  exhibited.    It  is 
now  well  established,  that  nature  can  sup- 
>ly  a  new  bone  when  required,  under  cer- 
tain conditions.    A  prize  of  20.000  francs  is 
to  be  awarded  in  1666,  if  occasion  offers,  for 
tbe  boat  essay  "On  the  Preservation  of  Limbs 
by  the  Preservation  of  Perioeteom."  Tbe 
notice  states  "  that   numerous   facts  have 
>roved  that  tbe  periosteum  has  the  power  of 
producing  bone.    Recently  some  remarkable 
facts  in  human  surgery  have  shown  that  very 
extended  poriiona  of  bone  have  been  repro- 
duced by  the  periosteum  which  remained.

This  Revival  or  Spain  —With  regard  to 
edocution,  the  progress  in  half  n  century  haa 
befn  moat  jernarkable.    In  lh03.  out  of  a 
population  of  10,250,000,  the  number  of 
scholnrs  in  all  the  educational  ewtablishmenta 
of  tbe  kingdom  did  not  exceed  3i  .000.  or  one 
to  every  340  inhabitants.    In  1 855,  the  num- 
ber of  children  attending  the  schools  of  pii- 
mary  instruction  was  1,004.974— or,  taking 
tbe  population  from  the  taat  cenaua  at  rather 
more  than  15,000,000,  one  to  every  16  in- 
habitants.   (•'  Ai.nario  Estadietiet*  de  Espa- 
nas,"  1858  )    The  nurr  ber  of  normal  school* 
or  training  colleges  in  tbe  kingdom  during 
that  year  was  I486.  This  is  a  gteat  ahunge, 
showing  tbe  profound  darkness  io  which 
long  adversity  had  plunged  tbe  people,  and 
tho  wonderfully  rapid  spread  of  modern  edu 
cation.   In  1827,  the  loial  number  of  student* 
attending  the  pnblio  universities  and  semi 
naries  was  13,677     In  1823  the  number  had 
increased  to  18,000  ,  ami  the  total  number 
unending  universities  and  all  other  schools 
was  nearly  50J,000  ;  while  in  1859  the  num- 
ber receiving  elementary  education  bad* 
again  very  greatly  increased.    By  a  law  of 
ISIS  the  government  eharged  itselt'  with  the 
education  of  tbe  people,  and  it  was  expressly 
enacted   that  the  constitution   should  be 
taught  and  expounded  in  every  establish- 
ment opened  f  >r  publio  instruction.    We  are 
not  aware  whether  ibis  provision  has  been 
retained  in  the  amended  constitution,  but  it 


was  a  praiseworthy  attempt  to  give  the  peo- 
ple a  certain  amount  of  political  instruction, 
and  well  adapted  to  preserve  them  fnun  rgM 
rant  delusions  and  rrom  the  designs  ot  rterna 
gogues.  Public  education  is  strictly  gratui- 
tous where  the  parents  »rc  poor.  The  pro- 
gress which  Spain  has  made  in  popular 
education  is  the  more  to  be  commended 
when  we  remember  the  calamities  with 
which  the  country  hss  been  visited  during 
tbe  period  in  which  the  chsnge  has  princi- 
pally taken  place.

been  referred  to  many  times  in  England; 
end  some  very  prominent  personages  h 
expressed  themselves  lavorable  to  assisting 
in  the  work.    The  change  in  the  commer- 
cial relations  of  England  with  the  Colonies— 
her  free  trade  policy,  which  grants  no  great- 
er favors  to  Colonial  produce  than  if  it  were 
foreign— and  the  still  greater  change  the 
concession  of  self-government  to  the  Colo- 
nies, under  which  they  tai  Imperial  indus- 
try to  the  same  degree  as  foreign — has  left 
the  expense  of  piotecting  them  to  the  Home 
Government,  without  the  exclusive  advan- 
tages of  their  trade  or  intervention  in  their 
local  affairs;  and  has  consequently  inaugur- 
ated a  new  Colonial  policy  favorable  to  their 
separation— their  independence  and  nation- 
ality.   This  marked  change  that  has  oc- 
curred  through   Colonial  self-government 
and  the  free-trade  doctrines  of  England 
within  the  last  eighty  years,  may  be  most 
clearly  perceived  when  we  call  to  mind  the 
old  Colonial  poll  y  under  whioh  Pitt  de- 
clared in  the  House  of  Commons  that  "  the 
Colonies  should  not  be  allowed  to  munulac- 
ture  so  much  as  a  hob-nail."    Now  they 
buy  and  sell  where  they  please,  raaiiufec- 
tore  whatever  they  wish,  and  in  all  respect 
exercise  the  prerogative*  of  nationality ,  with 
the  exception  of  making  War  or  concluding 
treaties  of  peace.    The  recent  affair  ot  the 
Trent,  however,  shows  strongly  enough  that 
so  far  as  British  America  is  concerned  its 
loyalty  in  undoubted,  and  its  attachment  to 
the  mother  country  so  intense  as  to  render 
its  independence  very  remote.  Neverthe- 
less we  observe  by  our  English  exchanges 
that  Mr.  Gold  win  Smith,  Professor  of  His- 
tory at  Oxford,  has  lately  delivered  himself 
of  an  essay,  in  which  he  takes  the  position 
that  the  time  has  come  for  England  to  set 
the  Colonies  free,  or,  to  use  his  language, 
"  fence  them  round  with  the  majesty  of  an 
independent  nation."    He  deems  Crlonial 
dependence  to  be  incompatible  with  self-gov 
anting  Colonies  and  free  trade.  Beyond 
newspaper  criticism,  the  effects  of.  Ibe  Mr, 
Smith's  advanced  ideas  are  not  likely  soon 
to  be  seen.    Still  the  idea  of  a  separation 
of  the  Colonies  from  the  mother  country 
baa  taken   such   a   bold   on  Imperial 
Mates  men    that    I  bey    regard    it    as  an 
•vent  that  must  sooner  or  later  occur; 
and  are  consequently  shaping  Imperial  pol 
icy  ao  that  when  the  lime  arrives  it  may  be 
done  without  resorting  to  rebellion,  but  be 
done  peacefully.    At  a  recent  dinner  given 
in  Loudon  to  commemorate  the  75th  anni- 
versary of  the  foundation  of  the  Australian 
Colonies,  there  were  a  host  of  eminent 
persons  pjeseut,  among  wh>m  were  Lord 
Stanly,  Lord  Clarence  Paget  Sir  John  Pak 
ington,  Lord  Elcho.  and  last  but  not  least 
the  Colonial  Secretary,  the  Duke  of  New- 
castle.   Occasion  was  taken  by  the  latter 
nobleman  to  express  bis  views  of  the  colo- 
nies and  colonial  policy,  and  in  doing  so 
expressed  himself  entirely  in  fuvnr  of  eman- 
cipating the  colonies  from  the  nominal  con- 
trol of  the  Home  Government  whenever  they 
demanded  it.    His  words  were: 

»•  If  any  eolony  wished  to  separate  from  us— if 
they  thought  their  strength  was  sufficient  to  allow 
them  to  aland  alons  —  we  thould  not  seek  to 
restrain  them.  The**  d»y*  were  long  p  ut.  But 
he  believed  that  the  present  attachment  between 
Great  Britain  and  l.tr  colonies  was  such  that  it 
would  be  a  long  day  are  the  anion  between  tbem 
was  severed,  or  ought  to  be  severed  on  sithsr 

Such  language  from  a  Cabinet  Minister 
leaves  little  doubt  as  to  the  course  England 
would  pursue  in  case  British  America  or 
Australia  asked  for  nationality.    It  is  a  great 
tribute  to  the  enlightened  doctrine  of  self- 
government,  though  it  is  antithetically  op 
posed  to  the  coercive  principles  now  being 
enfoioed  by  the  Northern  Slates  in  respect 
to  the  Slave  Slates.  When  British  statesmen 
bold  such  views  respecting   the  Colonial 
dependencies    of  the  Crown,    it  surely 
need  not  be  surprising  if  British  journals 
and   the   British    people  shomd   lavor  • 
peaceful  separation  of  the  Southern  State* 
from  the  Union.    It  is  however,  nothing  but 
an  enlightened  recognition  of  the  ureat  doc- 
trine of  seir-governmtml  that  where  seotional 
differences  Mid  sectional  interests  retard  the 
prosperity  of  a  cc  unity,  it  is  wisest  to  have 
recourse  to  a  peaceful  separation  of  a  nation 
rather  than  resort  hopelessly  to  force  to  over- 
came uhstaeles  interposed  by  nature  itself. 
The  lesso.i  learned  l>y  England  by  the  revolt 
of  the  Old  Colonies  hua  not  been  lost.  She 
has  seen  her  offspring  become  one  of  the 
mightiest  nations  of  the  earth.    She  feels 
that  her  great  miasion  is  to  become  the 
mother  ol  nation*  ;  that  her  colonies,  widely 
separated  from  her,  will  in  the  coarse  of 
time  don  the  insiguia  of  nationality,  and  that 
it  ia  her  duty  rather  to  aid  their  natural 
devel  pmeut  by  peaceable  conceptions  than 
immoftMlire  their  birth  by  shedding  fratri- 
cidal blood.

Forks  or  Qdksnbllb,  April  10,  1863. 
Bditok  British  Colonist  :— In  the  absence 
of  any  regular  correspondent  here,  I  sit  down  to 
cull  a  few  item*  for  your  valuable  paper,  thinking 
that  they  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  many  of 
your  rcsdere.  We  have  only  been  favored  with 
two  or  three  numbers  of  the  Cou  wist  during  the 
long  snd  dreary  winter  which  is  just  dosing;  and 
these  came  in  in  such  a  dilapidated  condition, 
having  paaaed  through  many  haada  on  the  way, 
that  they  were  scarcely  readable. 

It  would  be  superluous  on  my  part  to  describe 
the  interna  cold  we  have  experienced  during  the 
greater  part  of  winter.  Suffice  to  say  that  ike 
mercury  waa  often  froaen  in  the  bulb  of  the  ther- 
mometer. The  North  Fork  was  completely  froaen 
over  to  the  depth  of  several  feet,  and  man.  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  to 
construct  tobogan*  (a  species  of  sleigh)  and  harneas 
dogs  to  them-but  more  frequently  thcmeelve*- 
and  thuscairy  a  considerable  load  of  goods  to  the 
upper  country  Packing  in  this  way  was  done 
from  hers  to  Keithley'e  Creek,  a  distance  of  24 
„,ileK— for  10  cents,  and  from  here  to  Williams' 
Creek,  a  distance,  by  the  present  route,  of  about 
62  miles,  for  from  80  to  40  cents  per  pound. 
While  on  the  subject  of  packing  I  would  take  the 
opportunity  of  impressing  upon  Government  the 
immediate  necessity  of  turning  its  attention  to  the 
making  snd  improving  of  trails  in  the  mining 
district*.  While  admitting  the  beneflts  derived 
from  the  construction  of  wagon  roads  along  the 
Lower  Fraser,  either  from  Lytton,  Llllooet,  or  via 
the  co. st,  there  will  be  s  tenfold  advantage  gained 
oy  the  miner  if  a  quota  of  the  money  appropriated 
ia  spent  on  Wails  bete,  where  he  has  ana-  to  pack 
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his  provisions  the  greater  part  of  the  year  on  his 
back.  Take  for  instance  the  present  trail  from 
here  to  Lightning,  tsio  Keithley'e  and  Antler 
Creeks  ;  it  is  over  74  miles  with  little  or  no  reed 
far  animals  for  the  first  20  miles  It  is  now  as- 
certained, by  practical  men  who  have  been  over 
the  route  ou  snow  shoes  this  season,  that  a  good 
trail  for  pack  animals  can  be  made  from  this  place 
to  the  Folks  of  Van  Winkle  and  Lightning,  the 
distance  being  only  35  miles  on  a  direct  Hue  almost 
due  north,  over  a  level  country  with  plenty  of  feed 
for  auimals  all  the  way.  This  would  reduce  the 
distance  over  one-half  and  the  consumer's  goods 
at  the  above  place  at  least  ten  cents  per  pound  ! 
We  are  about  to  blase  a  trail  bv  the  aforesaid  route 
and  hope  that  Government  will  assist  at  an  early 
day  in  its  completion.  The  trail  from  Beaver  Lake 
here  requires  also  immediate  attention. 

I  returned  a  short  time  since  from  a  trip  to  Wil- 
liame'  Creek— made  part  of  ths  way.on  anowahnes, 
and  woe  to  the  novice  who  puts  these  machines 
on  his  feet  if  help  be  not  at  band  in  case  of  acci- 
dedt.    After  walking  on  the  ice  a  greater  part  of 
the  day  myself  and  a  friend  named  Sam  had  to 
abandon  the  river  and  take  to  the  mountain.  It 
waa  evening  and  yetjwa  had  to  go  a  considerable 
distance  to  camp.   The  snowshoes  were  brought 
into  requisition  for  the  first  time  and  eientifically 
strapped  to  my  feet  by  my  Indian.   I  got  along 
cautiously  for  about  two  miles  without  any  mishap. 
Presently  a  wolf  was  heard  howling  close  by,  aud 
Sam,  who  was  a  little  ahead,  having  descended 
into  a  ravine  out  of  sight,  set  up  a  howl  in  imita- 
tion.  Of  eourse  I  thought  the  wolf  was  in  rather 
close  proximity,  and  determining  that  he  should 
not  bsnquet  on  my  body,  made  an  attempt  to  draw 
my  pistol ;  but  forgetting  my  snowshoes  in  the 
hurry  I  had  placed  one  on  top  of  the  other  and  w.  a 
brougTit  Aor*  du  combat.     With  the  assistance  ot 
the  Indian  I  soon  regained  my  equilibrium,  much 
mortified,  however,  at  the  jeers  of  Sum.    A  little 
farther  oa  Sam  called  to  me  that  he  had  found 
pair  of  snowaboes.   On  coming  up,  however,  we 
found  a  man  attached  to  them,  whom  wc  extricated 
from  hie  unpleasant  position  juat  before  his  party 
had  got  up  to  him. 

On  arriving  at  Williams'  Creek  we  found  busi- 
nsss  quite  active ;  a  good  many  houses  were  in 

Eroeess  of  erection  and  several  piospecting  shafu 
ad  been  and  were  being  sunk  in  the  hill  by  those 
who  wintered  there.  One  company  had  not  lost  a 
day  duriug  the  wbole  winter,  having  run  one  tun- 
nel and  sunk  two  shafts,  and  had  lu«t  struck  rich 
pay— though  not  amounting  to  $1600  to  the  pan 
s*  reported— yet  I  believe  it  ia  very  rich.  Any  of 
the  claims  on  this  creek  conld  be  worked  at  the 
time  I  was  there,  (18th  March)  as  I  was  credibly 
informed  by  tho-e  owning  rich  claims,  and  that  all 

en^veTn^g'r^nd.  '  The  snow^wa.'mtfe'over 
four  feet  deep  and  the  creek  waa  not  frosen. 
Many  were  then  proepecting— some  on  new  creeka 
and  others  on  creeks  lightly  passed  ovor  laat  fall. 
It  Is  now  evident  that  miners  oan  work  from  the 
1st  of  April  to  the  1st  of  November  on  most  of  ti  e 
creeks,  aud  certainly  in  hill  digginge  all  ths  year 
round.  This  fact  will  prove  of  great  advantage 
both  to  minere  and  those  doing  business  here. 

I  would  now  call  the  attention  of  His  Excellen- 
cy the  Governor  to  the  fact  that  a  population  of 
400  or  600  have  been  left  in  rather  an  anomalous 
position  here,  namely:  without  any  judicial  repre- 
sentation for  ail  or  seven  months.  The  grievan- 
ces that  may  arise,  either  oivil  or  criminal,  cannot 
be  redress, d.    Crime  can  be  committed  with  im- 

fmnity  and  the  offending  party  walk  off  at  his 
eisurc.  Happily,  we  have  little  crime  to  record 
—thanks  to  the  respectable  and  well-behaved  pop. 
ulation  that  have  wintered  here  ;  but  you  can  rely 
on  it,  that  it  will  not  do  to  risk  it  another  winter. 
I  have  known  men  who  have  had  to  come  all  the 
way  from  Williams'  Creek  to  Williama'  Lake,  a 
distance  of  over  140  miles,  in  the  dead  of  winter,  to 
examme  records  made  previou  to  the  let  of  Octo- 
ber last.  This  surely  is  not  proper  treatment  pf  a 
portion  of  the  C  ilony  which  is  the  main  supp-rt 
both  of  Vancouver  Island  and  Britiah  Columbia. 
No ;  we  will  at  least  require  four  magistrates  and 
the  same  number  of  Deputy  Gold  Commissioners. 
There  will  bs  ample  employment  for  them,  as  I 
have  no  doubt  there  will  he  oonaiderabie  litigation 
about  raining  claims  during  the  season,  from  the 
loose  manner  in  which  that  department  haa  been 
manag'd. 

You  will  perceive  that  we  are  not  inclined  that 
you  should  settle  our  difficulties  or  regulate  oar 
clsims  down  vt  Victoria.  It  is  an  assumption  of 
power  that  we  cannot  submit  to,  as  we  have  just 
seen  that  an  attempt  of  the  kind  has  been  made 
turrs.  You  can  tell  Maj.  Dowuie  that  had  ha 
been  on  the  ground  he  oould  have  worked  hie  tun- 
nel claim  all  winter  and  might  have  had  his  ••pile" 
by  ibis  time. 

The  boys  on  ths  North  Fork  of  lbs  Quesnelle 
having  cut  sway  the  ioe  and  completed  their  wing- 
dams,  are  commencing  to  take  out  ths  "  schow  " 
We  hope  they  may  be  well  rewarded  for  their  en- 
terprise. I  bhall  forbear  giving  a  report  of  the 
market  here,  as  hut  little  goods  are  changing 
hands.  But  few  of  tbs  expected  Immigration  have 
yet  arrived. 

I  need  say  Utile  about  mall  communication,  as 
we  are  overlooked  in  that  reapect  altogether  ;  and 
as  to  the  express,  we  have  had  none  since  the  24th 
of  Deoember  last— a  kind  of  private  concern  that 
charged  #4  for  lettera  and  jft4  for  newspapers.  Ws 
think  some  effort  should  bs  made  by  Government 
to  forward  the  malls  here.  If  we  derived  no  other 
benefit,  it  would  be,  at  least,  a  litds  competition 
for  the  express.  8lnos  writing  ths  above  a  report 
has  just  reached  us  that  the  parties  who  were

iggings  that  pay  $16  dollars  to  the  pan.  This 
creek  flows  into  Willow  river  from  the  N.  E 
about  16  miles  from  Williams'  Creek.

Rumor.— It  is  stated  that  an  Intimation  has 
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liticians  with  liberty  and  slaughter,  to  attend  to 
e  education  of  the  French  people.    Muoh  wae 
professed,  but  nothing  really  done.    "  Quand  un 
gouvernement  est  fonde  sur  les  lumleres  generates 
ti  doit  a  tone  P  instruction  nereitaire  a  tona." 
Under  the  reign  of  enthuaiaam  the  law  of  Septem- 
ber, 1791, decreed  that  instruction  "seraitgratuite 
a  regard  des  parties  d'enseignement  indispensu- 
bles  pour  toua  les  hommes.    It  was  further  de- 
cided that  every  muter  should  receive  1200  francs 
(£60)  a  year  from  the  public  trees',  ry  and  a  retir 
ing  pension.    "  Prumeeee  magniflque  (s 
Guiaot)  qui  n'a  pas  produit  une  seule  eoole 
opening  of  the  preeent  century  was  net  n 
vorable  to  publio  education  ia  France.    The  autb 
orities  wsre  too  busy  with  wars  and  alliances  snd 
treatle*  to  study  theories  for  publio  schools;  aad 
when  peace  came  and  the  Bourbons  were  restored, 
the  old  drowsiuess  fell  upon    the  powers  that  be" 
and  the  multitudes  were  left  in  their  ignorance.  It 
remained  for  the  more  atirring  government  which 
followed  the  revolution  of  1830  to  meet  vigorously 
the  educational  wants  of  the  French  people.  Ia 

Chambers  and  wae  immediately  put  into  operation. 
This  meaaure  offers  education  to  every  child  in  the 
country,  hut  does  not  compel  parents  to  send  their 
children  to  school.  Its  regulations  proless  strict 
attention  to  religious  as  well  aa  secular  instruc- 
tion, a  liberal  supply  of  well  trained  school  mas- 
ters, aud  a  constant  inspection  or  their  schools. 

The  plan  by  which  such  results  are  aimed  at  wa 
shall  now  briefly  consider ; 

I.  Ail  education  is  provided  at  the  public  expense. 
The  departments  are  subdivided  into  communes 
and  each  commune  if  obliged  by  law,  either  alone 
Ot  in  conjunction  with  one  or  more  nelghooring 
communes,  to  support  at  least  one  elementary 
primary  school.  The  chief  towns  of  the  depart- 
ments and  those  communes  whose  population  ex- 
ceed 6000,  are  each  required  also  to  support  one 
superior  primary  school.  The  education  In  the»e 
latter  schools  is  of  a  higher  kind  than  that  in  the 
elementary  schools,  and  is  intended  chiefly  for 
thoae  who,  having  attained  a  little  property,  have 
raised  themselves  above  the  class  of  mere  laborera. 
Where  the  number  of  the  different  aeots  is  suffi- 
cient, the  Minister  uf  Public  Instruction  ia  author 


ised  to  grant  permission  to  the  commune  to  estab 
lish  sepsrate  schools  tor  the  separate  sects.  If  the 
communes  or  the  departmenta  and  that  they  can- 
not supply  sufficient  hinds  to  meet  the  wants  of 
primary  education  the  State  affords  assistance,  in 
order  that  all  Impedimenta  may  be  removed  aad 
the  poorest  receive  instruction. 

2.  Alt  creed*  are  treated  alike  and  a  religious 
training  of  every  scholar  is  demanded  by  the  tUate 
The  statute  directs  that  "  in  all  the  diviaione  moral 
and  religious  Instruction  shall  take  the  Arst  place 
All  the  studies  shall  begin  and  end  with  prayer 
Veraea  from  the  Bible  shall  be  learnt  every  day 
Every  Saturday  the  gospel  for  the  coming  Sunday 
shall  be  recited.  On  Sundays  and  the  festivals  the 
children  shall  be  taken  to  church.   The  school 
reading  books,  passages  from  the  Bible,  the  ex- 
hortations of  the  master,  shall  be  such  as  to  im- 
bue the  aouls  of  those  taught  with  those  senti- 
ments and  principles  which  are  the  safeguard  of 
good  mannera  and  tend  to  inspire  the  young  with 
the  fear  and  the  love  of  God."   Again,  in  the  let- 
ter addressed  to  the  directors  of  the  Not  mat  Schoola 
by  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  is  this  strik- 
ing passage:  "It  ia  absolutely  necessary  that 
popular  instruction  be  not  addressed  solely  to  the 
Intellect.    It  is  necessary  for  it  to  embrace  the 
whole  soul,  that  it  ahould  above  all  awaken  that 
moral  conscience  which  must  be  elevated  and  for 
titied  aa  the  mind  developes  itself.    I  need  do  no 
more  than  hint  to  you,  sir,  how  important  a  con- 
aideration  with  you  must  be  religion  aa  tbe  great 
element  ia  publio  education."   Every  primary 
sehool  is  under  the  management  of  a  teacher  se- 
lected from  the  most  numemus  Christian  body  in 
the  department  or  eomssune  in  which  the  school  is 
situated.    If  the  parents  differ  in  religion  from  the 
master  of  the  school  they  can,  if  they  pleaae,  re- 
quire their  children  to  absent  themselves  during 
the  time  of  religious  instruction.    Should  they  use 
this  privilege  tbey  must  provide  elsewhere  for  the 
religious  education  of  those  children  and  send  in 
a  properly  aigned  certificate  that  such  a  duty  haa 
been  performed. 

8.  /*  care  taken  to  provide  a  body  of  duly  quali- 
fi,  d  masters  f  Every  department  is  obliged  either 
alone  or  in  union  with  other  neighboring  depart- 
ments to  support  one  Normal  School  for  the  edu- 
cation of  its  school  masters.  1  ha  expenaea  of  this 
establishment  is  borne  by  the  department,  whilst 
the  direction  of  the  instruction  siren  in  it  is  vest- 
ed in  the  Minister  of  Publie  Instruction,  who 


, ,  and  one  of  the  most  |_ 
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These  committees  meet  at  least  once  a  mouth. 
Tbe  communal  or  local  committee  inspects  the 
condition  and  progress  of  the  schools  in  the  com- 
mune, and  it  reports  to  ths  committee  of  the  ar- 
rondiesement.  This  Utter  committee  baa  the  right 
of  examining  all  the  schools  of  the  arrondlsse- 
ment.  Some  one  of  its  membais  is  generally 
present  at  each  local  examination  aud  it  reports  to 
the  Minister  of  Publio  Instruction  on  the  state  and 
progress  of  the  education  of  the  srrondissement. 

But  besides  the  local  inspection,  there  is  another 
system  of  general  inspection  directed  by  the  Min- 
ister of  Publie  Instruction.    An  inspector  is  ap- 
pointed for  every  department  in  France  and  the 
savs" lit   I  principal  inspector  is  assisted  bv  one  or  two  sub- 
■.'*  Th«  "inspectors  as  the  urgency  of  the  circumstances 
more  fa-   may  require.   The  duty  of  the  inspetors  is  to 
ffST   examine  tbe  primary   schoola  of  their  several 
departments  and  to  report  to  the  Minister  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction  : 

1.  Upon  the  state  of  the  school  house  and 
classes. 

2.  Upon  the  moral  character  of  the  school 

3.  Upon  the  instruction  given  and  the  methods 
followed  by  the  schoolmaster. 

The  inspectors  are  further  required  to  visit  the 
Normal  schools  and  to  inform  the  authorities  of 
anything  wrong  in  their  management,  and  once  a 
year  tn  report  to  the  prefets  of  their  several  de- 
partments on  the  condition  and  progress  of  educa- 
tion in  the  schools  of  ths  departments.  I  may 
also  state  that  every  school  is  examined  twice  a 
year  and  a  Hat  is  mads  out  of  the  names  of  all  the 
pupils  in  order  of  merit,  and  is  fixed  upon  the 
wails  of  the  school  where  it  remains  until  the  next 
examination. 

In  addition  to  the  above  general  system,  the 
law  allows  any  one,  under  certain  conditions,  to 
assume  the  office  of  a  teaoher  and  open  a  private 
school.  Moreover,  it  admits  of 
being  enrolled  on  the  Oovernmei 
tiouul  institution!,  mid  awards 
the  same  principle  as  the  rest, 
subject  to  prescribed  visitations, 
examinations  by  public  officers. 

It  is  thus  seen  that  pnblie  education  in  France 
is  professedly  religious  and  liberal  but  it  is  carried 
on,  upon  the  plan  of  the  first  Napoleon,  by  a  vast 
machinery  moved  from  the  bureau  of  the  Minister 
of  Publie  Instruction  in  Paris.  Inspectors,  sub- 
inspectors,  masters,  mistresses,  pupil  teachers,  all 
are  tied  down  tightly  by  the  bonds  of  regulation. 
No  one  is  allowed  to  think  for  himself;  the

A  candidate  for  admission  into  a  Normal  School 
must  be  at  least  16  years  old.  He  most  produce 
certificates  of  good  character  aud  that  his  body  has 
no  infirmity  which  will  interfere  with  the  exercise 
of  the  duties  of  a  scboolmaatorX~Eurther,  he  must 
pass  the  required  examination  before  .  departmen- 
tal committee.  All  these  conditions  may  have 
been  oom plied  with  yet  the  candidate  be  refused, 
should  tbs  committee  not  be  saiisrV  d  with  his  dis- 
position snd  his  intelligence.  Every  candidate 
before  admission  to  the  Normal  8chool  must  bind 
bimaeU  te  serve  a«  .  schoolmaster  in  a  communal 
school  for  at  least  ten  years,  and  should  he  quit 
his  work  before  that  time  is  ended  he  is  obliged  to 
repay  to  the  department  the  whole  expenae  of  his 
education  in  the  Normal  School.  In  every  depart- 
ment there  is  at  leaet  one  commission  of  primsry 
eduction  empowered  not  only  to  ex.mine  .11  who 
desire  to  take  charge  of  primary  sbhools,  but  also 
to  grant  brevet*  d*  capaciU,  without  which  no  man 
in  France  can  undertake  the  instruction  or  the 
young.  No  one  seems  to  doubt  the  mental  quali- 
fications or  the  masters  or  Frenoh  primary  schools; 
a»  rar  from  it,  tbe  complaint  is  that,  as  of  old  in 
Prussia,  they  are  educated  beyond  their  work.

FranZp%videt  Elem.n 
in  France  comprises: 


The  steumer  Enterprise  and  Caledonia 
arrived  from  New  Westminster  on  Fridsy 
with  20  passengers  and  u  small  amount  of 
treasure.    The  news  is  unfavorable. 

Mr.  Graves,  from  Boston  Bar,  arrived  by  tke  En- 
terprise. He  reports  matters  as  very  gloomy  in 
the  sister  oolony.  No  provision*  were  en  the 
Douglaa-Lillooet  route,  those  brought  from  below 
on  pack  animals  being  "snapped  op"  by  the 
minere  at  starvation  prices.  Goods  are  rearing 
Yale  daily  for  Lytton,  and  the  canon  boats  are 
essaying  a  second  trip.  At  Lytton,  the  supply  is 
barelv  sufficient  for  the  wants  of  the  immigrants. 
The  most  of  the  new-comers  have  gone  to  work  on 
the  trails.  Floor  is  selling  at  $ft  per  barrel  at 
Lillooet.  The  boatmen  are  implored  by  the  Lyt- 
ton ites  to  hurry  tbe  goods  through  the  caions.  Up 
to  Monday  last,  about  600  miners  had  paaaed  over 
the  Yale  aad  Lytlon  trail.  Mr.  G.  is  ef  opinion 
that  if  the  people  had  not  rushed  np  country  so 
soon,  there  would  have  been  a  large  supply  of 
goods  on  the  wsy  to  Quesnelle  before  now. 

An  extra  was  issued  from  the  British  Columbian 
office  on  Thursday,  which  contained  later  news 
from  Lillooet,  received  through  Mr.  Ballon,  who 
left  that  place  on  Monday:    At  Lillooet  neither 
fiour,  bacon  nor  beans  to  be  had.    At  Port  Ander- 
son about  4,000  pounds  of  flour,  owned  by  Dodge 
ft  Co.    At  Pemberton  about  8.000  pounds.  At 
Seaton  Lake  about  6,000  pounds,  and  a  little  on 
wagons  going  up.    Other  provisions  sre  tn  route 
but  only  limited  quantities.   No  trains  have  left 
Lillooet  yet   Rod*  arrived  there  on  Saturday  with 
some  flour  and  other  provisions.    He  was  met  at 
8eaton  Lake  and  told  that  he  must  sell  his  provi- 
sions, otherwise  the  people  would  help  themselves 
and  par  him  for  flour  2-5  to  34  cents  per  lb.;  beans 
and  rise  80  eta.  per  lb  ,  and  other  thing*  in  pro 
portion    No  provisions  at  William's  Lake,  Bea- 
ver Lake,  or  en  route.    An  expreea  arrived  at  Lll- 
l«w»et  from  Porks  of  Quesnelle,  and  reports  a  very 
limited  supply  of  provisions  there,  and  warns  peo- 
ple against  starting  before  the  pack  trains.  Seve- 
ral parties  who  went  un  a  few  days  ago  had  re- 
turned to  Lillooet ;  amnnest  othera  Jnrdon,  of 
Abbott  ft  Co   Tbey  intend  Tying  it  again  ahortlv.

The  third  division  comprehends  childron  from 
ten  years  old  and  upwards,  snd  their  education 
comprises  the  study  of  the  Christian  doctrines,  a 
continuation  of  their  former  exercises  in  reading, 
writing,  arithmetio  aad  Frenoh  grammar  and  in- 
•traction  in  tbe  element*  of  geography  and  his- 
tory, particularly  or  the  geography  ana  history  ef 
France,  and  in  music  and  linear  drawing. 

No  books  are  allowed  to  be  used  In  these  schools 
but  such  aa  are  authorised  by  ths  Government] 
but  the  masters  are  permitted  to  follow  the  method 
of  instruction  which  they  themselves  think  prefer- 
able.

Letter  from  Lillooet. 


How  Not  to  Do  It. 


Of  all  the  unmitigated  muff*  that  were 
ever  collected  together,  perhaps  our  Assem- 
bly ••  the  moat  perfect  that  ever  existed. 
Had  we  an  University  in  which  sleepy-beads 
were  professor*,  every  men  of  that  illustrious 
body  would  occupy  a  chair.   Ko  one  else 
could  be  found  in  whom  the  qualification, 
exist  in  such  profuseness.    Ws  once  thought 
that  the  first  Assembly— the  Assembly  of  a 
thousand-and-one  sitting*  and  idle  babblings, 
an  Assembly  gathered  round  a  deal  table 
on  which  were  stretched  a  few  yard*  of  green 
buize— sitting  in  a  room  like  a  barn  floor 
but  filled  with  smoke— an  Aeserably  of 
whioh  the  Speaker  and  honorable  members 
might  be  seen  carrying  armful*  of  bark  to 
light  the  fire  in  the  -  representative  ball,"— 
an  Assembly  that  tried  hard  to  do  something 
but  koew  only  "how  not  to  do  it"  to 
stion — we    did   think    that  un-sub- 
capped  the  climax  of  all  the 
burlesques  on  legislative  institutions  that 
were  ever  recorded.  But  we  confess  after  all, 
that  their  sorry  attempts  at  legislation  have 
only  been  exceeded  by  their  successors— 
the  sleepy,  dawdling,  do-nothing*,  who  are 
now  yclept  a  legislature.    The  session  has 
been  opened  forty-two  days— the  time  usual- 
ly allotted  In  Other  colonies  to  finish  up  all 
the  pernio  business  of  a  year.    Yet  the 
work  of   the  session  is  not  commenced. 
True  Ihey  have  got  through  the  estimates. 
They  have  voted  this  year  the  self-seme 
amounts  nearly  that  they  voted  at  two  pre- 
•vious  sessions— with  that  Herculean  labor 
every  member  appears  satisfied.    With  that 
parrot-  like     performance,  these  puissant 
personages  are  contented,  have  adjourned  ta 
enjoy  the  holidays,  and  doubtless,  like  the 
three  tailors  of  Tooley  street,  who  addressed 
George  III.  as  "  we,  the  people  of  England," 
they  can  probably  be  found  spreading  them- 
eelves  as  "  WO,  the  representatives  of  Van- 
oouver  Island."    Shades  of  representative 
government  of  which  we  possess  a  shadow, 
strike  them  not  in  aiger !  they  know  not 
what  they  do.    If  there  were  a  possibility 
•f  instilling  a  little  practical  go-ahenditive- 
tiess  into  them  so  as  to  get  the  public  business 
n  through  within  a  reasonable  period,  we  would 
resort  to  at  most  any  expedient.  We  really  be- 
lie ve  that  we  would  praise  them.  Bnt  they  are 
the  most  rootv-ooty-tonditive  lot  of  mortals 
we  ever  met,  so  much  so  that  we  doubt 
whether  flattery  would  galvanise  them  into 
activity.    We  fear  that  blarney  itself  would 
make  no  impceoson.    Neither  praise,  flat- 
tery, nor  eensure  seems  to  alter  their  mode  of 
attending— pardon  the  expression — to  public 
affairs.    Their  own  loudly  asserted  determin- 
ation to  do  up  their  work  and  for  once  make 
a  short  session,  has  been  evidently  for  the 
purpose  of  hearing  themselves  talk— what 
else  it  could  be  for,  we  cannot  discover. 
For  not  two  weeks  ago  they  decided  to  hold 
evening  sessions;  but  after  one  such  sitting 
they  adjourn  for  a  fortnight ! 

Why  not  adjourn  altogether?    Of  what 
use  is  suoh  trifling  with  public  interests? 
When  the  Estimates  came  down,  they  were 
pushed  through  the  Assembly  on  the  plea 
that  roads  were  necessary— that  roads  were 
to  be  made-made  forthwith.    Can  any  one 
see  any  roads  making  f   There  is  not  even 
money  enough  to  finish  a  trail  commenced 
to  Cowichan  last  fall.   What  a  commentary 
on  making  roads  this  year!    How  not  to 
make  them  appears  to  be  best  understood  by 
our  law-makers.    If  Government  intended 
to  borrow  money,  the  Debenture  Aet  should 
have  been  made  months  ago ;  the  deben- 
ture* sold ;  the  proceeds  placed  to  the 
colony's  credit  at  the  bank     Were  that  the 
case,  the  present  fine  weather  might  be 
turned  to  account.    But  when  "how  not  to 
do  it"  ia  the  motto,  of  course,  do-nothing  is 
the  only  result.   The  next  most  neoessary 
measure  is  the  incorporation  of  the  town. 
But  the  Incorporation  Bill  ha*  not  yet  been 
introduced  into  the  Asecmbly.    It  is  kept 
ie  the  breeohe*  pocket  of  the  Attorney- Gen. 
oral.    When  it  will  be  taken  out  and  aired, 
or  cause  e  stare  of  surprise  from  the  soli- 
tary spectator  who  semi-occanionally  visits 
the  gallery  or  lobby  of  the  House,  is  a  mat 
ter  beyond  our  ken.     Whether  it  will  be 
placed  before  the  oountry  in  a  tangible 
shape  in  accordance  with  the  thrice  repeated 
promise  of  the  Executive,  is  a  matter  sur 
rounded  by  an  equal  amount  of  doubt 
Whether  it  will  bo  enacted  at  all,  ia  still 
more  important.    If  not,  we  will  have  for 
another  year  for  quasi  mayor  the  Polioe 
Magistrate  and  the  chain  gang  for  coun 
cillors.    The  little  town  of   New  We*t 
minster  has  aet  an  example  in  publio  ira 
prove  men  t,  through  its  town  council,  that 
ought  to  shame  our  Assemblymen  into  in- 
corporating the  town,  if  nothing  else  would. 
With  one  of  the  finest  sites  in  the  world  for 
a  great  commercial  city,  we  are  left  without 
the  ordinary  mean*  of  rendering  i»  more 
attractive.   In  order,  however,  to  facilitate 
the  passage  of  an  net,  we  suggest  that  a 
public  meeting  bo  called  soon,  and  tnke 
•uch  necessary  step*  in  the  matter  as 
leader  "  how  not  to  pass  it"  a  played  ont

The  hotel-keepeis  on  the  route  appear  determined 
to  reap  their  harvest  from  the  present  emigration. 
Their  accommodations  are  hardly  seeond-class,

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merest  allusion  to  a  coast  route  is 
cite  their  ire : 

"  As  bees  boss  out  wl  angry  fyke, 
When  plundering  herd  assail  their  dyke," 

so  they  "  pitch  Into  "  any  unfortunate  advocate  of 
the  above  route.  One  should  possess  the  tongue 
of  "  Willie  Wa*tle's  "  wife  to  stand  the  remotest 
chance  of  being  heard. 

The  river  is  unusually  low,  which  greatly  re- 
tard.  the  transportation  of  freight.  The  crowded 
decks  of  steamboats  reminds  one  of  the  bustling 
times  of  '68.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  bitter  ex- 
perience of  past  years  has  taught  our  rulers  a 
lesson  and  that  the  "strong  arms  and  stout  hearts" 
who  are  once  more  pouring  into  these  Colonise 
will  receive  a  far  different  reception  than  that 
which  awaited  those  of  the  same  class  who  in 
times  past  wers  designated  the  "  off-scouring  of 
the  civilized  world."  The  steamers  are  compelled 
to  stop  about  two  miles  short  of  Douglas,  and  the 
passage  thence  to  town  is  made  in  canoes. 

Considerable  snow  now  lays  upon  the  portages. 
On  the  first  portage  a  number  of  men  are  em- 
ployed shoveling  suow  from  the  road.  They  are 
receiving  $3  per  day,  "finding  "  themselves.  An 
additional  number  will  be  employed  shortly.  The 
work  on  the  dam  at  the  outlet  of  the  Ten  ass  Lake 
is  progressing  finely.  Some  20  or  30  men  are  en- 
gaged, making,  A  was  informed,  02  60  per  day. 
The  water  has  been  backed  up  some  seven  feet. 
An  additional  rise  of  eighteen  inches  will  enable 
the  steamer  to  run  across  the  two  lakes,  thus 
avoiding  much  trouble  and  delay  in  boating  across 
the  email  lake*.  The  wagons  are  running  regu- 
larly across  the  portage,  although  the  road  is  little 
mare  than,  passable.  About  IQOu-men  have  passed 


up  country  this  spring,  the  travel  being  nearly 
tqually  divided  between  the  Yale  and  Douglas 
routes.  Nearly  one-half  of  this  number  will  no 
donbt  work  on  the  roads  now  in  progress.  Messrs. 
Oppenheimer's  seems  most  in  favor  with  the 
miners,  there  being  a  decided  objection  to  en- 
gaging for  two  months,  as  required  on  the  LUlooet 

tout 

Accounts  of  the  scarcity  of  provison*  were  con- 
stantly meeting  me,  which  became  quite  alarming 
as  I  neared  this  place.  Many  complain  that  the 
merchants  are  rushing  up  dry  goods  and  tools  in- 
stead of  provisions  Some  of  the  most  digesiable 
articles  lately  arrived  is  a  quantity  of  grindstones 
and  horse  shots.  There  is  ao  bacon  here,  A 
small  lot.of  fliinr  has  just  come  in,  the  wagon  was 
followed  oy  some  hundred  people  who  surrounded 
it  and  fought  for  the  privilege  of  purchasing.  One 
man  asserted  that  having  lived  on  roots  for  a  week 
he  was  bound  to  have  a  change  of  diet  The  flour 
was.  all  sold  for  $30  per  hundred  lbe.  heveral 
parties  contending  for  the  last  sack,  it  was  auc- 
tioned to  the  highest  bidder,  being  "knocked 
down  "  to  a  John  Chinaman  for  $IG.  Potatoes 
have  been  selling  for  20  cts.  per  lb.,  at  present 
none  are  to  be  obtained. 

Hardly  a  pound  of  provision  has  deft  for  the  mines. 
A  party  recently  returned  from  above  states  that 
very  little  snow  has  fallen  this  winter,  although 
the  weather  was  intensely  cold.  There  are  rumors 
here  that  rich  diggings  have  been  strurk,"  and 
that  everybody  has  deserted  the  forks.  I  should 
advise  parties  who  intend  going  right  through  to 
die  mines,  and  who  have  no  claiaae,  to  remain  in 
Victoria  for  three  week*  at  least,  in  order  ttfulow 
provisions  to  get  in  ahead  of  them.  Those  who 
purpose  working  on  the  roads  will  have  no  diffi- 
culty in  getting  employment  at  $30  per  month 
and  found.

Nuisaxce. — One  of  the  greatest  nuisances 
that  was  ever  perpetrated  in  this  town  has 
been  perpetrated  by  no  less  a  personage  than 
the  Commissioner  of  Police.    This  impor- 
tant personage,  with  a  view  of  improving 
Bastion  street,  has  very  laudably  set  the 
chain  gang  to  digging  a  sewer  from  Govern- 
ment to  Wharf  street.

The 
neighbors  and  every  passer-by  are  literally 
sickened  at  every  breuth.    This  has  been  no 
momentary  matter,  but  there  the  filth  has 
remained  for  the  lapl  ten  days;  and  we  are 
gravely  assured  by  the  perpetrator  of  the 
nuisance  that  till  one  of  the  neighbors  finds 
enough  plsnk   to  build   the    sewer,  the 
nuisance  shall   remain..     If  thtit   ia  not 
the  height  of  assurance,  what  is  impu 
dence?    Every  neighbor,  every  passer-by, 
is   to  feel  the  content*  of  hi*  stcmuch 
coming  np,  and  all  forsooth  because  the  Po- 
lice Commissioner  wishes  to  force  a  private 
citizen  to  find  plank  for  a  public  road  against 
his  will !    If  any  citizen  with  commend- 
able publio  spirit  will  aid  in  making  a  sower 
in  front  of  his  property, all  very  well.    If  he 
won't,  there  certainly  can  be  no  excuse  for 
resorting  to  what  is  worse  than  a  Chinese 
■'.ink-pot.    As  we  cannot  waste  many  words 
en  the  discreditable  scheme  of  the  Commis- 
sioner, we  have  only  to  suggest  that  if  he 
will  not  remove  the  nuisance  forthwith — 
to-day — that  either  the  nuisance  will  be 
promptly  abated,  by  filling  np  the  sewer — 
which  anyone  has  a  right  to  do— or  resort 
will  be  bad  to  the  chamber*  of  the  Chief 
Justice.

May-Day  Parade  of  the  Firemen. 

The  Third  May-Day  Parade  of  the  Victoria  Fire 
Department  eame  off  yesterday  and  wae  attended 
with  that  complete  success  which  has  marked 
the  efforts  of  our  firemen  throughout  every  under- 
taking of  the  kind  in  whioh  they  have  engaged. 
The  day  was  beautifully  cool  and  pleasant,  and 
just  enough  of  sunlight  forced  Us  way  though  a 
thin  veil  of  haiy  clouds  to  render  the  weather 
delightfully  eool  and  pleaaant  and  peculiarly 
adapted  for  the  purposes  of  a  parade.  At  an  early 
hour  the  work  of  decorating  the  fire  apparatus 
and  house*  commenced,  and  crowds  of  ladies  and 
gentlemen  gathered  at  the  street  corners  to  wit- 
ness the  turn-out  The  decorations  were  numer- 
ous, handscme  and  appropriate.  From  the  Tiger 
Engine  House  to  a  building  on  the  opposite  side 
of  Johnson  street  were  suspended  English,  Ameri- 
can, French  and  German  flags,  and  from  the  staff 
upon  the  engine  house  waved  the  company's  en- 
sign. The  Deluge  Engine  Company,  at  an  early 
hour,  flung  to  the  breese  from  the  pole  a  new  and 
beautiful  company  ensign,  and  suspended  acroae 
the  street  were  the  flngs  of  several  nations.

Progress  of  the  Civil  War  in  the  States 

Scan  the  telegrams  as  we  may  from  the 
first  of  April  to  I  he  latest  dates,  we 
glean  no  signs  of  peace  between  the  bel- 
ligerenta  in  the  States.  Everywhere  in  the 
Confederate  States  there  is  nothing  but  war. 
Federals  and  Confederates  alike  appear 
stronger  to-day  than  ever  they  were — each 
more  determined  to  resist  the  other  till  one 
aide  or  the  other  lay  down  their  arms  and 
sue  for  peace.  The  opening  of  the  winter 
and  spring  campaign  which  promised  so 
much  for  the  Federals  and  so  little  for  the 
.South  ia  now  changed  favorably  to  the  lat- 
ter. The  star  of  Beauregard  is  still  in  the 
ascendant.  The  good  fortune  that  attended 
him  at  Sumpter  aud  Bull*  Rnn  shines  still 
more  brilliantly  at  Pittsburg  Landing.  In 
the  darkest  hour  of  the  rebels,  when  Fed- 
eral victories  one  after  another  in  Arkansas, 
at  Somerset,  Fort  Henry  and  Donelson, 
ed  to  point  to  the  speedy  downfall  of 
rebel  confederacy  —  at  that  hour  the 
luckiest  if  not  the  ablest  southern  com- 
mander, leaves  his  entrenchments  at  Cor- 
inth; disputes  the  advance  of  the  Federals; 
gains  a  great  victory,  end  inspires  the 
whole  South  with  renewed  hopes  of  con- 
quering an  independence.  Literally  Pitts- 
burg Landing  was  a  victory  and  a  defeat  for 
each  side.  The  first  day  victory  perched 
on  the  banner  of  the  South,  whilst  the 
northern  army  was  defeated  and  disorgan- 
ized. The  second  day  left  the  Federals 
masters  of  the  field,  though  unable  to  follow 
the  retreating  rebels.  Practically,  Pitts- 
burg Landing  is  a  great  victory  for  the  Con- 
federates. The  sacrifice  of  life  on  each 
side  has  been  very  great ;  but  it  is  in  the 
effect  on  the  southern  people  that  the  bat- 
tle* of  Pittsburg  Landing  are  most  plainly 
seen.  Already  Beauregard  haa  received 
Jarge  reinforcements.  His  force  is  now 
100,000  strong.  His  artillery  is  admittedly 
better  than  the  Federals;  his  generalship 
vastly  superior  to  Grant  or  Buel.  Corinth  is 
being  fortified.  It  is  to  be  another  Manassas. 

The  defensive  and  not  'the  aggresaive 
appears  to  be  Beauregard's  policy  till  such 
time  as  he  cun  ijrike  a  telling  blow.  Corinth 
is  made  the  ley  of  the  west.  Tennessee, 
Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Mississippi  and  Ala- 
bama are  all  within  its  reach.  Whoever 
holds  it  is  master  of  those  States.  Gen. 
Halleck,  the  Federal  Commander-in-Chief 
of  the  Western  Department,  has  arrived  at 
Pittsburg  Landing.  Nothing  can  be  more 
indicative  of  the  emergency ;  nothing  speaks 
more  plainly  of  the  great  interests  at  stake. 
There  is  nothing  fur  Halleck  but  the  ag- 
gressive ;  but  opposed  to  an  enemy  so  strong- 
ly posted  in  numbers  and  position,  the 
xhaacef  appear  against  the  Federals.  He 
bae  cutoff  communication  between  Corinth 
and  Richmond.  Hut  something  more  has 
to  be  done.  Beauregard  cannot  budge. 
Farther  south  may  be  found  supplies  of 
cotton  ;  but  not  of  provisions  for  his  men. 
Two  months  more  will  bring  on  the  heals  of 
summer,  which  will  do  as  ranch  to  thin  the 
Northern  ranks  as  the  Southern  sharp  shoot- 
era.  So  if  Halleck  succeeds  at  all,  be  will 
have  to  do  so  at  once ;  and  we  rather  doubt 
the  success  of  any  attempt.  The  fiendlike 
fierceness  with  whioh  the  confederates  fought 
at  Pittsburg,  and  the  practical  generalship 
of  Beauregard  on  the  battle- field,  which 
Halleck  does  not  yet  possess,  or  bae  not 
yet  shown,  with  the  nearly  balanced  forces 
on  each  side,  and  all  the  disadvantages  of 
attacking  a  strongly  fortified  poeition, render 
Federal  success  at  Corinth  a  doubtful  mat- 
ter. If  Halleck,  however,  wins,  he  will 
earn  his  laurels  ;  but  to  win  the  work  will 
have  to  be  done  soon. 

If  the  Commanders-in-Chief  of  the  op- 
posing armies  in  the  West  are  in  the  tented 
field,  so  are  the  Commanders-in-Chief  in  the 
East.  McClellan,  at  the  head  of  150,000 
men,  and  240  pieces  of  artillery,  ia  in  the 
Yorktown  peninsula  ;  but  Davis,  witn  100,- 
000  men  is  there  also.  So  since  the  war  be- 
gan, matters  have  not  had  such  a  warlike 
appearance  as  at  present.  The  success,  how- 
ever, of  the  Federals  have  lately  been  few 
and  unimportant ;  whilst  a  signal  victory 
haa  been  gained  by  the  Confederates  over 
•Gen.  Buinsideat  Elisabeth  City.  The  move- 
ment  of  the  latter  General  ia  evidently  to 
get  in  the  rear  of  the  Southern  army  and 
advance  upon  Richmond  whilst  McClellan 
attacks  Davis'  position  in  front  But  it  ia 
evident  tbat  the  latter  has  not  much  notion 
of  allowing  his  retreat  o  be  blocked  up; 
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Richmond.  If  bo,  the  Confederate  plan  of 
the  Virginia  campaign  is  more  to  tempor- 
ize— prolong  the  struggle  ;  retreat  rather 
than  risk  a  battle  that  does  not  promise  en- 
tire success-  It  is  not  improbable,  if  the 
Confederates  fall  back  by  midsummer  to 
Richmond,  that  they  may  send  Beauregard 
assistance,  should  he  require  it,  to  route 
Halleck  when  least  prepared.  But  what- 
ever  may  result  from  Federal  operations  in 
Virginia,  or  whatever  course  the  Confeder- 
ates may  pursue,  there  is  now  no  earthly 
prospect  of  concluding  the  civil  war  this 
spring.  Peace  is  apparently  farther  off  thm 
when  Sumter  was  taken.  The  Southern  forces 
drawn  together  in  such  great  numbers,  show 
the  intensity  of  Southern  feeling  ;  whilst  the 
longer  the  war  is  protracted  the  more  hostile 
will  become  the  feeling  of  the  Southern 
people  to  the  old  Union. 

Actually  there  is  now  nothing  bnt  n  con- 
quest of  the  South  for  the  N«rth  to  achieve. 
Earlier  successes  might  have  reconstructed 
the  Union  with  the  aid  of  Union  men  in 
seceded  States ;  but  so  deeply  seated  haa 
the  revolt  become  that  if  ever  the  South  obeys 
Federal  laws  again  it  will  not  be  from  love 
but  from  fear.  Neither  does  it  appear  so  cer- 
tain that  they  ever  will  obey  thein  again. 
The  chances  are  always  on  the  side  of  an 
organized  government  in  a  rebellion,  but  the 
progress  of  the  civil  war  in  the  States  does 
not,  seem,  to  incline  that  way  at  present 
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What  the  chances  of  war  may  bring  about  in 
a  brief  period,  no  one  oan  foretell.  But  it  will 
have  to  be  something  very  decisive  if  250,- 
000  men  in  arms  in  a  vast  country  that 
cherishes  them  as  its  defenders  can  be  sub- 
dued by  the  sword. 
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The  American  ship  Lotus  has  arrived  at 
San  Francisco  from  Hongkong  with  papers 
to  March  8th : 

Things  remained  in  a  very  unsatisfactory 
condiliou  at  Shaughae.  The  Taipings  were 
closely  besieging  the  city  and  threatening 
to  starve  it  into  submission,  which,  as  pro- 
visions were  becoming  scarce,  might  soon 
be  done.  Meanwhile,  the  leading  mercan- 
tile firms  were  becoming  alarmed  at  the 
imminent  jeopardy  in  which  British  trade 
upon  the  Yang-tze  was  placed.  The  Taip- 
ings say  that  should  the  foreign  troops  inter- 
fere in  the  war  and  successfully  resist  them, 
they  would  ravage  the  tea  and  silk  districts, 
and  utterly  destroy  the  trade  of  Shanithae. 
Complaints  are  made  that  the  British  Minis- 
ter, Mr.  Bruce,  does  not  observe  his  profes- 
sions of  neutrality,  but,  on  the  contrary,  aids 
the  Imperial  authorities  in  every  way  possi- 
ble 

It  appears  that  the  Taoutai  of  Shanghae 
has  in  his  pay  a  small  mercenary  force  under 
the  oommand  of  a  oelebrated  filibuster 
named  Ward.  This  man  is  an  American, 
but  had  to  fly  his  country  for  robbing  the 
mails.  About  a  year  ago,  being  then  in  the 
pay  of  the  Taoutai,  be  bad  in  his  force  a 
number  of  deserters  from  the  British  army 
and  navy.  Strong  warnings  were  at  the 
time  issued  to  all  British  subjects  against 
carrying  arms  in  the  service  of  either  Impe- 
rialists or  Taipings.  Latterly  this  mercenary 
force,  acting  as  allies  of  the  British  and 
French,  attacked  a  body  of  Taipings  at  a 
place  called  Soookeong,  near  Shanghae,  and 
defeated  them  in  a  most  gallant  manner. 
They  made  between  700  and  800  prisoners, 
"  who  have  been  forwarded  to  Shanghae  for 
execution."  Numbers  of  suspected  rebels 
were  being  daily  executed  in  that  city  by 
the  Taoutai. 

Besides  this  engagement  of  Ward,  an  oot- 
poat  affair  bad  taken  place  between  the  Tai- 
pings end  the  French,  when  the  latter  drove 
the  insurgents  off  with  artillery. 

The  insurgents  have  captured  the  city  of 
Ningpo,  and  were  conducting  themselves  in 
an  exemplary  manner.  The  trade  of  the 
port  was  reviving,  and  there  seemed  a  fair 
probability  of  it  recovering  itself.  The 
Fr«och  were  fitting  out  an  expedition  which, 
it  was  thought,  designed  against  Ningpo  and 
Sigon.   

Australia. 

The  newspapers  of  Australia  by  a  former  arrival 
were  filled  with  accounts  of  the  massacre  of  a 
large  party  of  white  settlers,  including  men,  wo- 
men and  ohildren,  at  Wills'  Station  on  the  Nogoa. 
Several  parties  started  in  pursuit,  and  in  a  few 
days  the  native  police  overtook  the  tribe  of  natives 
who  committed  the  late  outrage  at  Nogoa,  and 
succeeded  in  diiving  them  into  a  place  from 
whence  eseape  wae  impossible.  They  then  shot 
down  sixty  or  aeventy,  and  they  only  ceased  firing 
upon  them  when  their  ammunition  was  expended. 
The  property  of  the  Station  consisted  chiefly  often 
thousand  sheep,  of  whioh  but  three  hundred  had 
been  recovered. 

We  have  been  informed  by  Capt.  Sullivan,  of 
the  steamer  Kcmbla,  that  an  attempt  has  been 
made  to  blow  up  the  powder  magazine  at  the  har- 
bor works.  River  Moruya ;  there  were  4J  tons  of 
powder  in  it ;  the  doors  had  been  forced  open  and 
a  train  laid  with  a  fuse  attached.  The  fuae  burned 
to  within  an  ineb  of  the  powder.~S»dn«y  Morning 
Herald,  Dec.  9. 

The  re-opening  of  Parliament  took  place  at  Mel- 
bourne on  the  lyth  of  December.  On  the  follow- 
ing day  Mr.  Duffy  introduced  hia  promised  Land 
Bill,  and  in  a  dear  and  able  manner  explained  ita 
provisions.  He  proposes  to  select  all  the  beat  ag- 
ricultural lands,  and  throw  them  over  to  free  se- 
lection to  the  extent  of  three  million  acres,  half 
eaah,  the  remainder  in  eight  yearly  payments. 
The  preeent  aquatting  runs,  ho  estimates,  at  twen- 
ty-five million _»ores.  

Dbparture  or  ths  Stbambr  "  Hermann  " 
—Bound  to  Cariboo.  —  Notwithstanding  the 
laudable  exertions  of  ths  press  throughout  ths 
State  to  check  the  Cariboo  fever,  there  appears  to 
be  no  diminution  in  the  number  of  Infected  ones. 
The  steamship  Hermann,  Capt.  Haley,  ia  adver- 
tised to  aail  for  Victoria  on  to-morrow  afternoon. 
The  Hermann  has  already  about  600  passengera 
booked,  and  the  office  was  besieged  all  day  by 
hardy  looking  men,  eeeking  to  obtain  passage. 
The  rivalry  between  the  steamship  Hues  baa  had 
ths  effect  to  reduce  the  rates  of  fare  very  low. 
The  Hermann  carries  passengers  for  glfl  in  the 
ateerage,  $30  in  the  cabin,  and  $40  in  the  saloon.

Land  for  Immigrants  In  Vancouver 
Island  and  British  Columbia. 


Fort  Yam,  April  28,  1862. 

The  inhabitants  of  this  place  seem  healthy  and 
in  good  condition,  notwithstanding,  the  aevere 
winter  the)  bad  to  go  through. 

The  white  population  here  only  suffered  from 
the  aeverity  of  the  weather,  there  being  more 
provisions  here  than  could  be  aold  at  moderate 
prices  up  to  the  arrival  of  fresh  stock— excepting 
the  little  flour  which  was  packed  up  from  below 
at  the  close  of  the  season.  The  highest  price  paid 
for  flour,  during  the  winter,  was  33  oents  per  pound. 
Some  Chiuese,  I  learn,  had  to  live  on  low  fare,  on 
account  of  not  having  money  to  purchase  at  ao 
high  a  price  ;  and  if  tbey  resorted  to  dog  and  cat 
eating,  they  kept  the  account  to  themaelves. 

The  plain  here  was  well  oovered  with  tents  for 
the  last  few  weeks,  but  to-day  there  are  but  few  to 
be  seen,  the  moving  population  having  pushed 
forward  to  Cariboo. 

Of  all  the  people  that  were  here,  there  were  but 
few  who  had  ample  means  to  carry  them  through 
with  comfort,  the  better  part,  indeed,  by  what  I 
could  learn,  being  almost  penniless.

Within  a  few  weeks  we  hnve  received 
quite  a  large  addition  to  our  population  from 
the  States  and  C mada.  Naturally  enough 
the  destination  of  nearly  every  one  who  ar- 
rives is  the  Cariboo  mines  ;  yet  all  are  mote 
or  less  anxious  to  learn  ou  what  conditions 
land  can  be  taken  up  in  this  and  the  sinter 
Colony.  To  avoid  tbe  tediomness  of  verbal 
comrnuniettion.as  well  as  to  diffuse  informa- 
tion more  generally  on  the  land  laws,  we 
devote  the  present  article  to  a  resume  of  the 
Preemption  Act  of  each  Colony. 

In  order  to  pre-empt  Crown  lands  in  Van- 
couver Island,  it  is  necessary:  1.  To  be  a 
British  aubject.  2.  If  any  British  subject 
has  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  or  become 
the  citizen  of  a  foieign  State,  he  haa  to  take 
an  oath  of  allegiance  before  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice before  he  can  »te«aeipt  land.  3.  No 
alien  can  pre-empt  land  except  he  first  take 
the  oath  of  allegiance  before  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice. The  quantity  of  land  than  a  man  oan 
pre-empt  is  as  follows  •.  1.  A  single  man  can 
take  up  150  acres.  2.  A  married  man,  200 
acres.  3.  For  each  child  under  eighteen 


years,  10  acres.

Mew  Zealand. 

The  accounts  from  New  Zealand  are  no  longer 
filled  with  details  of  sanguinary  battles  between 
the  Paheka  and  the  Maori.  No  more  warfare  in 
the  bush,  nor  dcaperate  hand  to  hand  encounters 
in  native  pohs  or  British  stockades,  with  the  at- 
tendant frightful  destruction  of  life  and  property. 
Tbia  condition  of  things  is  attributed  to  tbe 
substitution  of  more  civil  measures  by  tbe  new 
ruler,  Sir  George  Grey,  ia  place  of  the  purely 
military  system  of  the  former  Governor,  Colonel 
Brown. 

Encouraging  reports  were  rife  with  regard  to 
the  sold  fields  in  the  north,  aouth  and  weat.  The 
product  seems  generally  of  a  "  nuRgetty"  charac- 
ter, the  escorta  hringing  in  large  amounts.  Nug- 
gets from  5  to  15  ounces  were  not  scarce.

But  looking  at  the  increasing  source  of  wealth 
in  the  south,  and  the  rapid  commercial  develop- 
ment of  the  province  ot  Auckland,  we  may  fairly 
anticipate  that  the  Customs  revenue  for  the  Colo- 
ny of  New  Zealand  for  the  current  financial  year 
ending  on  the  30th  June,  1862.  will  not  be  far 
short  of  £300,000.— Southern  Crou.  Dec.  24. 


The  Best  Diggings.— The  most  reliable 
information  received  from  above  gives  us  to 
understand  that  there  is  no  prospect  of  the 
mining  season  opening  for  at  least  two 
months  to  come.  This  fact,  combined  with 
the  scarcity  ot  provisions,  ahould  serve  to 
deter  men  from  rushing  blindly  to  the  mines, 
except  they  have  plenty  of  means  or  a  "sure 
thing"  at  the  diggings.  Decidedly  the  best 
diggings  that  the  sister  colony  offers 
just  now  will  be  found  on  the  new  trails. 
The  pay-dirt,  if  prospected  once  a  month, 
will  yield  t40  and  grub  to  the  pan— steady 
work  and  pay  for  the  next  three  months. 
By  the  time  the  traila  are  completed,  the 
mining  season  will  have  only  fairly  com- 
menced, and  each  laborer  can  have  a 
"stake"  which  will  give  him  an  outfit  and 
oarry  him  to  the  very  heart  of  Cariboo  with 
spare  cash  in  his  purse.  Besides  these 
advantages,  it  mnst  be  remembered  that 
the  new  roads  are  to  extend  Carihooward, 
and  that  each  day's  work  performed  on  them 
will  take  the  miner  so  much  nearer  the  end 
of  his  journey.  Taking  into  consideration 
the  high  price  of  provisions,  the  frozen  stale 
of  the  auriferous  ground,  and  the  numerous 
disadvantages  from  which  immigrants 
nearly  always  suffer  on  their  first  entrance  to 
a  fresh  field  of  labor  and  enterprise,  we 
conscientiously  recommend  our  newly  ar- 
rived readers  to  pitch  into  the  road-diggings 
and  leave  the  Cariboo  mines  to  take  cure  of 
themselves  for  at  least  two  months  to 
oome. 

Matters  at  Lillooet. — A  letter  from 
■  Lillooet  Flat,  April  22,"  states  : 

"  In  all  haste  I  send  yon  this  note,  with  a 
deseription  of  how  matters  stand  here  at 
present.  A  person  could  not  purehaae  a 
sack  of  flour  for  any  consideration,  now. 
Since  '58  I  never  saw  sucn  scarcity  of  pro- 
visions. People  jealously  look  at  the  new- 
comers, for  tbey  see  starvation  looking  them 
in  «be  face.   L.  C" 

Scarcity  or  Provisions  — A  gentleman 
recently  from  Lillooet  says  tbat  when  he 
left  provisions  were  hardly  to  be  obtained  at 
any  price.    A  large  number  of  men  were 

anxiously  awaiting  the  arrival  of  supplies 
from  below.  Our  informant  met  many 
wagon  loads  on  the  way  up,  and  thinks  tbat 
the  immediate  wants  of  the  men  are  aup- 
plied  before  .hi..

6  The  pre-emptor  has  to 
occupy  the  land  two  years  and  make  $2  im- 
p.ovements  an  acre  before  he  can  get  his 
title  or  certificate  of  improvement  When 
he  gets  the  latter  he  may  sell,  lease,  or  mort- 
gage. At  no  time  can  he  leave  his  pre-emp- 
tion unoccupied  longer  than  two  months. 
Nevertheless  the  Surveyor  General  holds  the 
occupation  to  be  continuous  .if  a  servant 
resides  on  the  laud.  A  supplementary 
proclamation  allows  the  pre-emptor  who 
has  been  in  occupation  for  eight  months

Whilst  upon  the  laud  question,  we  may 
as  well  remark  fur  the  information  of  foreign- 
ers, that  if  they  take  an  omh  of  allegiance 
they  can  pre-empt  laud  in  either  colony.  If 
they  do  not  wish  to  do  thai,  they  can  buy 
improved  pre-emptions.

Private  Letter  from  Salmon 
The  Portland  Times  of  tbe  2lst  inst  has  been 
permitted  to  make  the  following  extracts  from  a 
private  letter  dated  Florence  City,  March  19th  : 

"  Miners  do  not  count  gold  here  by  dollars  and 
cents,  but  by  pounds.  In  many  claims  they  have 
taken  out  trom  five  to  seventy  pounds  per  day  to 
the  rocker.  A  large  share  of  this  conn'ry  ia  much 
like  the  Oro  Pino  district,  the  stripping  deep,  and 
difficult  to  find  the  lead,  and  is  quite  irregular  ia 
its  yield.  Some  owning  rich  claims  tell  me  that 
their  pay  has  been  from  one  hundred  and  »ixty  to 
nine  hundred  dollars  per  d.iy  to  the  rocker,  and 
others  have  paid  double  that  amount  to  tbe  same 
labor.  Prom  what  I  have  seen,  and  from  the  beat 
information  I  can  get,  no,  one  sixth  of  this  district 
has  yet  been  prospected,  and  there  is  no  doubt  bat 
there  will  be  more  Rold  taken  not  within  five  miles 
square  around  thia  place  the  present  season,  than 
waa  ever  taken  out  in  California  for  the  same  time, 
in  forty  miles  square.  Tie  road  for  thirty  miles 
from  this  place  is  difficult  to  travel* at 


of  the  year.  It  is  twelve  miles  from  the  foot  to 
the  top  of  the  mountain,  more  or  less  steep  all  ths  , 
way.  and  in  places  passing  over  rugged  and  narrow 
declivitiee  where  m«uy  auimals  have  been  lost  by 
making  one  miastep.  There  are  no  fetrs  of  flntt- 
ii.fr  plenty  of  food  claims  aa  aoon  as  tbe  snow  is 
sufficiently  off  to  admit  of  prospecting." 

Arrest  or  Americans  in  Rome.— Two 
American  travelers,  forgetful  of  tbe  adage 
that  at  Rome  one  must  do  as  the  Romans 
do,  got  into  a  row  for  not  taking  off  their  hats 
when  a  procession  issued  from  a  church,  on 
the  Piazzi  di  Trevi,  carrying  the  Host  with 
the  usual  solemnity.  As  the  two  gentlemen 
alluded  to  rendered  themselves  rather  eon- 
spicoouo  by  standing  erect  and  covered  amid 
the  kneeling  and  bare-headed  spectators,  one 
of  the  priests  remonstrated  with  them  on  tbe 
subject ;  but,  finding  that  they  would  neither 
withdraw  nor  uncover,  he  proceeded  to 
knock  their  hats  off.  A  scuffle  ensued,  and 
the  priest  rejoined  the  procession,  which, 
making  a  round,  scon  after  returned  to  the 
same  spot.  The  Americans  had  resumed 
their  hata  and  their  atand,  but  the  priest, 
instead  of  condescending  to  fisticuffs  a  sec- 
ond time,  cent  a  couple  of  gendarmes  to  re- 
monstrate with  the  offenders,  which  they 
did  in  their  usual  brutal  style,  inflicting  a 
staggering  blow  ou  the  breaat  with  the  butt 
end  of  a  musket  on  one  of  the  travelers,  arid 
a  compliment  of  a  similar  kind  on  the  other. 
The  best  piece  of  advice  to  over-scropuloos 
Protestants  on  such  occasions  is  to  turn  into 
a  side  street  if  they  object  to  raising  their 
hats  on  passing  the  procession.— London

A  considerable  portion  between  here  and 
Nanaimo  is  surveyed,  but  there  are  large 
tracts  of  very  excellent  land  unsurveyed. 
In  our  opinion,  the  most  favorable  portion 
for  settlement  at  present  will  be  found  be- 
tween here  and  Nanaimo,  as  the  settlers 
will  be  near  to  a  market  at  Victoria. 

In  British  Columbia,  the  «'  Pre-emption 
Consolidation  Act,  186  i,"  is  substantially  the 
same  as  that  of  Vancouver  Island.  We 
shall  consequently  merely  notice  the  prin- 
cipal differences:  t.  There  a  British  subject 
even  if  be  has  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance 
to  a  foreign  country  may  »ake  up  lands. 
2.  The  settler  whether  married  or  single 
can  only  pre-empt  160  acres  with  the  privi- 
lege of  buying  any  unoccupied  lands  con- 
tiguous thereto  by  paying  50  oents  an  acre 
down  and  50  cents  when  the  land  is  sur- 
veyed 3.  Instead  of  recording  his  olaim 
with  the  Suiveyor  General  at  New  West- 
minster it  has  to  be  recorded  with  the  nearest 
magistrate.  4.  When  $2  an  tore  has  been 
expended  in  improvements,  the  nearest 
magistrate  may  issue  the  certificate  of  im- 
provement, whioh  allows  the  pre-emptor  to 
sell,  lease,  or  mortgage  the  property.  There 
is  no  time  fixed  for  occupation  ;  but  the  im- 
provement of  the  land  is  made  the  condition 
on  which  titles  are  iasued.  This  if  far  bet- 
ter than  our  laud  system,  making  two  years' 
occupation  an  essential  condition.  5.  In 
case  of  djspnte^about  the  right  to  a  pre- 
emption, it  is  settled  on  referenoe  to  the 
nearest  magistrate. 

No  country  on  the  Pacific  coast  offers  so 
many  advantages  to  the  farmer  as  British 
Columbia  does  at  the  present  time.

From  Mr.  W.  Huston,  who  has  ar- 
rived  from  Fort  Rupert  and  who  boarded 
the  Explorer  a  day  or  two  ago,  we  learn  that 
the  sloop*  Sherman  and  Kingfisher  and  the 
Explorer  reached  the  mouth  of  the  Stickeen 
about  thirty  days  ago.    The  Indians  were 
very  friendly,  and  the  goods  were  le tided  at 
the  Indian  village  without  the  occurrence  of 
any  incident  worthy  of  note.

They  purchased  canoes  from  the  Indians  for

river  twenty-four  days  ago,  at  whiob  time 
the  natives  reported  the  ice  as  giving  way 
above  and  considerable  drift  ioe  was  seen. 
Nothing  was  known  about  the  diggings.

Hermann  will  probably  leave  San  Francisco 
on  the  4th  inst.,  having  in  tow  the  barge 
Sacramento  on  which  the  steamer  Maria  was 
brought  to  ibis  port.

Letter  from  RebelcTom. 

The  following  latter  was  written  by  a  resident 
of  on*  of  the  northeastern  counties  of  Virginia  to 
a  friend  on  Fraser  rtv*r.  It  contains  much  mat- 
tar  of  interest.  The  writer  is,  without  doubt,  a 
to  th*  U.  8.  Government,  notwithstanding 
an  apparent  effort  throughout  to  prove  himself 
a  nsutral.   We  m«r*ly  giv*  th*  initials  of  the 

the  letter  : 

NoVBMBKK  4,  1861. 

Mi  Dbab  P. ; — One  would  have  thought  our 
country  so  hemmed  la  and  isolated — would  have 
thought  it  entirely  free  fr*m  th*  ravages  and  de- 
vastations of  both  armies— but  the  reverse  Is  th* 
case.   Our  country  has  been  repeatedly  in  posses- 
sion of  the  opposing  parties.   I  feel  quite  oonfldent 
there  is  not  a  county  in  tbe  State  of  Virginia 
whose  citisens  have  remained  as  quiet  and  neutral 
a*  ours.   Yet  it  s***as  th*  Federal  authorities 
think  •«  ta*y  who  ar*  not  with  us  ar*  against  us," 
and  w*  ar*  treated  accordingly.   Aa  an  example 
of  our  treatment  I  will  state  a  few  instances :  Mr. 
H.  has  ever  been  looked  upon  as  a  quiet,  inoffen- 
sive man,  and  who  is  now  far  advanred  in  years, 
being  the  father  of  a  numerous  family  of  children, 
the  youngest  of  whom  is  twenty-five  years  of  age. 
He  waa  deprived  of  everything  he  possessed.  The 
poor  old  man  went  to  the  Col.  and  weeping,  told 
him  he  and  his  wife  must  freeie  this  winter,  as 
tbey  bad  on  all  the  clothing  left  them.   One  horse 
was  returned  to  them,  nothing  more  I    Mr.  K. 
farad  but  little  better.    Hi*  horses  were  all  taken, 
his  hou**  plundered,  hi*  cattle  killed  anci.to  finish 
up  th*  Job,  they  took  the  poor  old  man  out  to  a 
tree  with  a  rope  around  his  neck,  vowing  they 
would  hang  him,  but  finally  released  him.    Mr. K. 
had,  perhaps  (for  I  do  not  know),  voted  th*  Se- 
cession ticket ;  but  he  bad  taken  the  oath  of  alle- 
giance months  since,  and  had  never  given  any 
cause  for  such  harsh  treatment. 

Mr.  R.'s  house  was  plundered,  his  elothes 
taken,  hi*  eattl*  and  horsss  all  driven  off.  Hi* 
wife  expostulated  with  the  soldisrs  while  they 
were  plundering  her  house,  and  the  reply  was, 
"  Too  are  a  rebel,  madame."  The  cattle  and  hogs 
of  our  citizens  were  shot  and  not  a  particle  eaten  ! 
I  have  given  you  only  a  few  instances  of  the  con- 
duct of  the  Federal  soldiers,  whieh  is  a  fair  sam- 
ple of  their  proceedings  here.  Bui,  sir,  we  could 
sndure  all  this,  and  even  more,  if  it  would  restore 
the  friendly,  fraternal  feelings  that  once  existed 
among  us  The  cry  is  continually  going  up,  "The 
Government  must  be  upheld— the  Union  pre- 
served." 

How  in  the  name  of  humanity  can  our  fraternal 
Union  be  restored  by  the  sword  and  bayonet  i 
When  will  sons  of  the  South  begin  to  love  tbe 
Union?  after  "the  Union"  be*  killed  their 
fathers  i  When  will  Southern  fathers  begin  to 
love  the  Union;  after  all  their  beloved  ones  have 

C Tinned  }  When  will  Southern  mothers  again 
arn  tbeir  children  to  lisp  th*  nam*  of  a  loved 
Union  ;  after  the  Union  has  caused  them  to  be 
widows  and  their  children  fatherless  r  Alas  ! 
when  will  our  Northern  brethren  learn  to  be 
wise  ?  When  will  tbey  learn  to  see  that,  if  the 
South  has  broken  the  Union,  tbey  themselves  are 
grinding  the  pieces  to  atoms  ?  so  that  in  th*  end 
thn*  will  be  nothing  left  to  form  the  Tjnion  for 
wbieb  tbey  pretend  tbey  are  fighting.  Nothing 
but  desolate  homes,  broken  hearts,  crushed  ambi- 
tion, and  a  bankruptcy,  of  whieh  there  can  b*  no 
•nd. 

I  do  not  say  th*  South  did  right  to  secede,  that 
there  might  not  have  been  other  and  better  means 
by  which  they  might  have  obtained  their  rights 
among  those  who  delighted  in  dictating  terms  to 
them,  and  who  now  have  th*  power  by  degrees  to 
usurp  tbeir  independence;  but  I  contend  the 
North  should  take  things  aa  tbey  ara  now.  The 
South  is  dissatisfied  with  th*  old  Union,  and  com- 
plain that  tbeir  constitutional  rights  were  infringed 
—that  the  only  remedy  lay  in  revolution,  and  they 
have  acted  accordingly  and  have  separated  from 
the  offending  portion— have  raised  sn  army  suffi- 
cient to  defend  themselves— have  set  up  an  inde- 
pendent Government— are  brave,  determined,  des- 
perate, and  are  fighting  for  their  homes,  their 
rights,  their  liberties,  and  no  united  people  have 
ever  yet  been  ultimately  defeated  when  fighinf-  for 
tbeir  liberties,  which  God,  who  is  no  respeetor  of 
persons,  gives  to  all.

Scarcity  or  Grain  in  Europe.— The 
regular  wheat  crop  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  is  114,000,000  but  laat  year  it 
amounted  only  to  96,000,000.  To  make  up 
this  great  deficiency,  and  supply  seed  for 
the  new  crop,  it  is  stated  that  no  leas  than 
132,000,000  bushels  have  been  required 
from  abroad,  mostly  from  America.  Of  thi* 
amount  it  is  stated  that  one  half  has  not  yet 
been  obtained.  The  granaries  of  Great 
Britain  were  probably  never  so  empty  at 
this  season  of  the  year  as  now.  Yet  the 
prioe  of  wheat  in  London  is  not  very  high, 
being  about  tl  90  per  bushel,  inst  about  the 
same  as  it  waa  in  January,  1847— the  year 
of  the  Irish  famine !  and  yet  before  the  flist 
of  June  of  that  year,  tbo  price  bad  advanoed 
to  $3  20  per  bushel.

— Come  back  to  the  Union— we  miss  you— you 
miss  us— com*  back  and  let  us  be  mora  forbearing 
to  each  others'  faults." 

Still  the  North  claims  that  the  "  South  fired  the 
first  gun."  This  ia  even  so.  But  if  you  take 
what  is  justly  mine  and  refuse  restoring  it  to  me, 
if,  after  1  have  unsuccessfully  tried  all  other 
means  of  getting  it,  I  should  retake  it  by  force,  am 
I  the  offender  ? 

Pardou  me  for  running  into  sucha  length.  I 
only  intended  giving  you  the  particulars  a  bout 
here;  and  what  I  have  written  has  been  a  one- 
sided view.  I  cannot  tell  you  from  observation 
what  Southern  soldiers  would  do  if  here  now.  It 
is  a  principle  in  philosophy  "  that  action  and  re- 
action arc  equal ;"  and  perhaps  if  the  Southern- 
got  possession  here  again  oar  Union  neigh- 
bors will  fare  worse  than  Secessionists  have  done. 
One  thing  I  do  know  from  observation,  that  while 
the  Southern  troops  were  here  thjk  wer*  no  re- 
■pectors  of  parsons— they  enterecQro  houses  un- 
invited—they disturbed  no  man's  property.  They 
arrested  four  or  Ave  persons  such  as  they  suspec- 
ted of  giving  information  to  the  army,  but  did  not 
lay  bands  on  a  single  dollar's  worth  of  property. 
Tour  fsther  waa  among  those  arrested,  but  he 
wss  immediately  released.  All  other*  were  reieas 
ed  in  a  few  days.  Dr.  P.  waa  our  most  active 
Union  man— done  all  he  oould  against  th*  South- 
ern cause.  Among  other  things,  he  appointed  a 
meeting  composed  of  his  own  near  family  rela- 
tions, there  he  wss  elected  to  th*  Wheeling  Con 
vonlion,  while  at  Wheeling  using  hi*  utmost  in 
flueno*  ia  favor  of  *  division  of  our  State.  Th* 
Southern  troops  earn*  in  here.  Mr*.  —  who  is 
no*  quit*  old  and  feeble,  waa  much  alarmed  when 
the  forces  earns  la,  last  her  property  should  be 
Aftseated,  her  house  and  store  burned. 
Some  of  th*  citltan*  informed  Lieut.  McC.  of 
her  fear*.  He  immediately  requested  a  near 
neighbor  to  accompany  him  to  see  her.  When 
they  arrived  at  the  house  Lieut  McC.  sent  the  other 

fentleman  in  to  ask  permission  for  him  to  enter, 
le  then  soothed  the  old  lady's  fears,  and  assured 
her  that  her  property  should  not  be  molested ;  he 
then  left  her,  kindly  extending  her  his  hand 
Such  was  ths  conduct  of  th*  Southern  lieutenant; 
but,  poor  fellow,  h*  waa  sadly  rewarded  for  hi* 

kindness.   Ia  a  f*w  days  Dr.         returned  to 

T  ,  bringing  five  or  six  hundred  Federal  sol- 
diers, when  a  battle  ensued  and  th*  brave  lieuten- 
ant wa*  killed. 

I  must  mention  among  other  Inconveniences 
th*  stoppags  of  th*  mall*.  There  1*  only  on*  post 
office  in  the  county,  and  not  unfrequently  our  lat- 
ter* ar*  intercepted  by  th*  authorities  and  th*  con- 
tents searched.  Non*  but  Northern  paper*  are 
allowed  to  come  here.  •  *  *  *  • 
In  faet  I  have  heard  those  among  our  moat  promi- 
nent Union  men  say  that  instead  of  restoring  th* 
Union,  *very  discharge  ol 
wider ;  but  I  must  clos*.
